Governor's Visit 


NOTHER important chapter 
In the history of the 
island was the visit In 1919 by 
the then Governor, Sir | Francis 
Henry May, and it was a direct 
result of this visit that pine and 
euclyptus trees were planted . all 
over the ialand. While the pines 
did quite well, ft was found that 
the climate was not quite suitable 
for the latter species of trees, 80 
that more and more pines’ were 
introduced in the place of the 
euclyptus. 

Regarded ns a part of the New 
Territories, Cheung Chau was 
taken over in 1899. Essentially a 
fishing village in its carly days, it 
has grown to, be an important 


fn South China. It {s ideally 
altuated os a flahing centre, in that 
bonts can put out to sen without 
any great trouble, and it may not 
bo generally known that everything 
connected with the fishing trade 
may be obtained on the island, 
from a large-sized junk down to 
the smallest fishing hook! 

It must not be taken for grant- 
ed, however, that fishing Is the 
only trade carricd on there, for 
Cheung Chau has it own distilleries 
and tanneries, while the rope manu- 
factured by the natives of Cheung 
Chau ia regarded us first-class ma- 
terial and stands comparison with 
the rope that is turned out in some 
of the bigger factorics in Hong| . iim 
Kong. 

A regular ferry service runs be- 
tween Hong Kong and Choung 
Chau and the trip takes but an 
hour. A visit to the island is an 
ideal way of spending na week- 
end, and as often as not people 
who go there for a day's outing 
resolve, on the return journey 
home, that they will go out again 
at the carlicst possible opportunity 
not for a day, but for a week's 
stay, or sometimes an even longer 
holiday.

This new method 
will be clearly outlined and ex- 
plained In every detail in a book 
entitled “A Treatise on Modern 
Chinese Accounting,” written by
